fluent e. 
Therefore* Italy’s choice ol 
the Martinis 
Visconti Venosia, 
who 
was one of the earliest advocates ol 
the Franco-Italy entente, strengthens 
the govern m en t’s expectation of tin 
united support of the leading Mediter­ 
ran ean powers. 
T h e martial tone of the press has 
considerably diminished, and the sen 
sational branch of it no longer prints 
alarm ist reports of the frontier prima 
rations. 
None the less, the public and 
press continue, though with grcatei 
calmness, to discuss 
the imperative 
need of completing military prej.ara 
tions. 


To Uphold Position of France. 


Now t Ii at the French delegates are 
preparing to start, for Algeeiias there 
is evidence of tho greatest firmness in 
upholding the French position, the es 
sential feature of which is that France 
th rough her geographical proximity tc 
Morocco, which is analogous to that of 
the position of the United States to 
ward Cuba, and through her vast Al­ 
gerian borders, 
is justly 
entitled tc 
have a special and privileged position 
in Morocco. 
G erm any has n?ver clearly yielded 
the claim of France to a special posi­ 
tion in Morocco. 
This is the vital is­ 
sue, and the minor questions regarding 
police, customs, finance 
and contra 
hand can be adjusted once it is deft 
nit cly settled w h ether F ran ce has a 
special and privileged position. 
If the French position is upheld, the 
conference, it is expected, wil] ( barge 
F ra n c e with the police, customs and 
o th er duties. 
Against this Germany 
will set k to secure international con 
trol of the 
police, the 
oust em s and 
o ther matters, thus giving all nations 
including Germany, the same status 
in Morocco as that of France. 
T h e 
French 
delegates wall 
start 
without the slightest thought of yield­ 
ing on or compromising the essential 
-principles of Fra n c e ’s privileged posi­ 
tion, rind therein lies the danger ot 
the Franco-C rman outlook.

correspondent of 
T e m p s says that Germany, following 
the action of the 
United States and 
Groat Britain, is sending a squadron 
to 
A lgebras. 
The 
paper says

F ra n c e 
thus 
far has not 
ordered a

It adds th at three British 
squadron, 
Jhe 
channel, 
home 
and 
cruiser squadrons, will rendezvous in 
Cadiz bay, near Algeciras, in the m id­ 
dle of February.

souri, but ainee they have appeared in 
an sw er 
to subpoenaes, I shall 
m ake

Bound for Hampton Roads. 


The 
squadron 
of battleships 
was 
bound for H am pton Roads, where the 
several divisions of the North Atlantic 
fleet now in home waters a r e to be as­ 
sembled under Roar Admiral Evans 
p reparatory to sailing for W est Indian 
and South American w aters for the a n ­ 
nual winter maneuvers. 
The battleships anchored off T om p­ 
kinsville, Stati n Island, ar night under 
orders to proceed to sea the next day. 
It was nearly I o’clock p. rn. before Hie 
entire squadron was under way. 
The 
flagship Maine, with 
Admiral Evans 
on board, headed the column, the K e a r­ 
sarge and Kentucky following. 
These 
Ialter were swept slightly out of their 
course and boing 
deep in tile water 
with heavy supplies on board and coal 
b unkers 
full 
grounded just 
off the 
West bank light. 
The navigating of­ 
ficer of Hie Alabama made every effort 
to swing wide of the grounded ships, 
but tile sweep of the strong flood tide 
that was running carried the Alabama 
into the Kentucky with a crash. Luck­ 
ily tin* blow was a glancing one. 
It 
fell cm the starboard side. 
The Illi­ 
nois barely missed colliding with tho 
two vessels already in trouble. There 
was a rapill exchange of signals, the 
Alabama, which had not been serious­ 
ly injured, being ordered to stand by 
to ren d er assistance to the Kearsarge 
and Kentucky. 
When 
the navyyard 
tugs arrived the* battleships were soon 
pulled 
into 
deep w ater 
and 
both 
started for sea. 
Admiral Evans, how­ 
ever, ordered 
the Kentucky 
to turn 
back and proceed to the navyyard for 
repairs, which was done.

Flour Mille on the Pacific Coast Must 
Close. 

Wash., Jan. 8.— Unless the 
Chinese boycott on American goods is 
removed within the next thirty days, 
the plant

Milling 
company, with a capacity of 2,4(H) bar­ 
rels of flour per day, and that of the 
Hamm ond Milling 
company, with a 
daily capacity of 2,OOO barrels, will be 
forced practically to close down. The 
boycott h a s been felt for the past few 
months by every flour milling concern 
doing an export business on the P a ­ 
cific coast 
and the outlook 
for the 
flouring industry until the boycott Is 
removed is believed to be anything but 
rosy.

The onas, a tribe of Indian* Inhabit* 
lug the mainland of the Tierra del Fu- 
ego island, are idly.steal giants. 
Their 
average height is over six feet. 
A few 
are six and one-half feet; a few fail be­ 
low six feet. The women are more cor­ 
pulent and not so tall. 
There is no 
race in tile world with a more perfect 
physical development than the Ona In­ 
dians. 
This is partly due to tlie topog­ 
raphy of the country and tin* distribu­ 
tion of tho game, which makes long 
marches across the country a necessity. 
In mentality they fall far below their 
physical attainments. In tile past their 
Supply of game has been plentiful, and 
this may account for the lack of in­ 
ventive genius among them. 
Tins lack 
of progressive skill is portrayed in their 
home life, clothing aud homes. 
Their 
children suffer from it. for, contrary to

Many of the words are not difficult 
to pronounce, nor is the construction 
of the sentences difficult, but very few 
words are interrupted by a 
sound 
which it is impossible to produce. Tin* 
speaker hacks, coughs and grunts, dis­ 
torting his face in the most inhuman 
manner, and then passes on to the next 
stumbling block. Tho Onas live princi­ 
pally upon meat, which In former years 
w a s obtained from the guanaco.—New 
York Herald.

His lowly request 
was complied with, and In this neglect­ 
ed spot his remains reposed till about 
IOO years afterward, when a fit of 
pious indignation seized the clergy at 
the fact that the laxly of so holy a 
member of their order was allowed to 
occupy such a position, and on nu ap­ 
pointed day they all assembled to con­ 
vey it with great pomp to the adjoin­ 
ing cathedral of Winchester. 
When 
they were about to commence the cere­ 
mony a heavy rain burst forth and con­ 
tinued without intermission for the 
forty succeeding days. The monks in­ 
terpreted this tempest us a warning 
from heaven of the blasphemous nature 
of their attempt to contravene the di­ 
rection of St. Swithin, and instead of 
disturbing his remains they erected a 
chapel over his grave.” “St. Swithin is 
christening the apples” is the more po­ 
etical way of describing St. Swlthin’s 
rain.
